not hesitate to urge these farmers to 
raise alfalfa in preference to other 
hay crops. The most important cle- 
ment is limestone, and there seemed 
to be an abundance of it here. 


Inoculation of alfala seed was em- 


phasized by Mr. Graber as one secret 
of a successful crop. The material 
for this purpose is furnished by the 
College of agriculture for 25 cents a 
bottle, giving enough for 20 pounds of 
seed. This fluid provides the bacteria 
•that form nodules on the roots and 
the soil builder common to all clover 
rrops is thus produced. 


A catch crop should be included in 


the spring sowing to obtain the best 
results, the speaker said. About one 
bushel of barley or early oats should 
be planted with each acre of alfalfa. 
It is best to cut theso two varieties 
for hay, which will permit the alfalfa 
to enjoy a good growth before the 
d<rv snell of July comes.

should not be sown on flat ground, but

on land with good surface 


drainage so ice sheets will not form 
in the spring.
